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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: examiner argues that Beck et al teaches storing 
and accessing "association criteria", wherein association criteria can be, as an example, keyuwords from an email (col. 9 lines 38-51). In 
other words, examiner notes that Bech is teaching the access of stored information via associated keywords. Another example of this in 
Beck is the aforementioned col. 46 lines 6-18, noting keyword association parameters. Also, these keywords are enhanced (i.e., they are 
intially prestore, preestablished -col. 45 lines 60-67 (and therefore a "list", in fact, exists, because they are pre-defined). Examiner also 
notes that the purpose of the Flores reference is to teach the use of past and present conversations when dealing with keywords. As per 
claim 14, examiner argues that the preamble of the claim is not reinforced in the body of the claim and as such, is not afforded patentable 
weight. As per claim 1 7, examiner argues that Beck's system allows a user to access the system from a "personal module" - see fig. 1 and 
2; wherein customer A and B have their own communication ~ in other words, the 'other party* can be customer B, who is not involved with 
customer A's interaction with the system . 
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
